DBS MOINES (AP) — Two

Des Moines lawyers are seeking
"monumental fees" from the
state "with the assistance of
their political cronies," Atty.

In a letter to the State Execu-
tive Council, Turner said he ap-
pealed a court judgment of fees
for the two lawyers because it is
of "vital concern to the people
of Iowa."

The lawyers, Lex Hawkins
and Verne Lawyer, were fired
by Turner, a Republican, short-
ly after he took office last year.

In his letter, Turner called
the hiring of Hawkins and Law-
yer "a lame duck political ap-
pointment."

Calling the reply from Turner

The U.S. Command reported
1,073 allied soldiers killed and
4,980 wounded. Of these, 574 of
the dead and 1,888 of the wound-
ed were South Vietnamese.
More than 90 per cent of the
rest were U.S. troops, military
spokesmen said. Asutralia, New
Zealand and Thailand also have
men in the operation.

Despite the operation, the Viet
Cong marked North Vietnamese
President Ho Chi Minh's 78th
birthday Sunday with a 45-min-
ute rocket attack on the capital.

More than 20 100-pound rock-
ets hit the heart of Saigon short-
ly after midnight Saturday, kill-
ing 11 Vietnamese and wound-
ing 51. One U.S. soldier was
slightly wounded. The rockets
also set 150 homes afire.

The South Vietnamese mill
tary command had said intelli-
gence information indicated the
Viet Cong planned a widespread
attack, but only two significant
shellings outside Saigon Sunday
were reported.

The U.S. Command reported
three planes lost Saturday, rais-
ing the total reported lost in
combat in Vietnam to 263 over
South Vietnam and 839 over
North Vietnam.

An Air Force Super Sabre je
was shot down Saturday while
attacking enemy positions 22
miles northwest of Saigon. The
pilot was killed.

Both the planes lost over the
North were photo reconnais-
sance jets: a $6 million Navy
Vigilante equipped with a $1
million camera, and a $2.5 mil-
lion Air Force F4 Phantom. All
four crewmen were missing. I

The Vigilante went down
northwest of Vinh, about 25
miles below the 19th parallel
limit for U.S. bombing raids.
The Phantom, was lost near
Dong Hoi, about 45 miles north
of the demilitarized zone.

Since Thursday eight U.S.
planes have been lost, with four
crewmen killed, six missing and
four wounded.

U.S. fliers flew 136 missions
Sunday against North Vietnam's
southern panhandle, the U.S.
Command said. The pilots re-
ported destroying 41 trucks, 10
barges and five bridges.

Supreme Court
Curbs Judicial
Contempt Power

WASHINGTON (AP) — The
Supreme Court today estab-
lished the right to jury trial in
"serious" criminal contempt
cases.
